London, May 27.—T he British b a t­ 
tleship T rium ph has been sunk in the 
D ardanelles. 
This official a n n o u n ce­ 
m en t was m ade last night. 
T he d isa ster to the T rium ph is d e­ 
scribed in a brief sta te m en t by th e 
Adm iralty, w hich says th at while op­ 
e ratin g in support of th e A ustralian 
and New Zealand forces on the shore 
of the Gallipoli Peninsula y esterd ay 
the T rium ph was torpedoed by a sub 
m arine and sank shortly afterw ard. 
The m ajority of the officers and 
men, including the captain and com ­ 
m ander, are reported saved. 
T he s u b ­ 
m arine was chased by a d estro y er and 
patrolling sm all craft until dark. 
The battleship T rium ph was built 
a t Barrow in 1902 for the Chilean gov­ 
ern m en t, but was purchased by G reat 
Britain in 1M3. 
Since th e present w ar broke out 
the T rium ph has been in operation in

E astern 
and 
E uropean 
w aters.

planted cotton- crop ot the 
United 
States showed a condition of 80 per­ 
cent of a normal on May 25, the De­ 
partment of Agriculture announced 
today in its first condition report of 
the season, which had been aw 
with interest by cotton, textile and 
other interests. 
That condition com­ 
pares with 74.3 on May 25 last year, 
79.1 in 1913, 78.9 in 1912, 87.3 in 1911 
and 79 5, the average for the past ten 
years on .May 25. 
Until the official report of the gov­ 
ernment estimating the area planted 
is issued July I, no calculation will 
be made by the department’s crop ex­ 
perts as to the probable size of the 
crop. 
The record yield last season, > 
the decreased foreign takings because 
of the war, and the low price of cot- 
ton early this season, are believed to 
have influenced planters to reduce 
their planting to some extent. 
No 
official reports as to the extent of the 
reduction have been made, but unof­ 
ficial estimates place the area plant­ 
ed at from IO to 20 per cent less than 
last year. 
The preliminary estimate 
of the planted area last year made by 
the Department of Agriculture last 
Ju ly was 36,960,000 acres.
